Selectmen’s Report 


To the Inhabitants of Orange: 


The Board of Selectmen respectfully submit the following 
report for the year 1955. The board wishes to express its thanks 
and appreciation for the fine work and cooperation of the various 
department heads during the past year. 


In the past there has been some concern over expenditures of 
the Town with the consequent effect upon the tax rate in Orange. 
At the annual meeting in March an attempt was made on the part 
of the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen at that time, Mr. Carl 
Paoletti, to eliminate from the budget (Article 10) what he con- 
sidered to be unnecessary expenditures. The budget which he, 
himself, presented as an amendment to Article 10 reduced the 
appropriations by a total of $47,452 for an overall cut of 74%. 
Paoletti’s budget, which had not been discussed previously with 
the Finance Committee or even his fellow Selectmen, was passed 
by count vote. This action affected nearly all of the town depart- 
ments and almost half of the 94 separate accounts appearing in 
the budget. The immediate effect of this was that several of the 
accounts could not be operated on the money appropriated; it also 
affected employees of the Town who are working under Civil 
Service regulations. Funds for the Snow and Ice Account were 
immediately exhausted because of the reduced budget appropria- 
tion. In view of these complications the Selectmen found it 
necessary to call a Special Town Meeting to consider supplemen- 
tary appropriations which, in effect. would restore the amounts 
provided for in the budget as recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee. The voters passed the supplementary . appropriations, 
thereby throwing out the Paoletti budget. 


Soon afterward, a Special Town Meeting was called for the 
purpose of forming a Regional School District between the towns 
of Erving and Orange. Both towns accepted the Regional School 
Agreement by ballot vote. The implication was that Orange 
voters are willing to pay for 80% of the cost of building (less % 
of the principal) and operating a two million dollar Junior-Senior 
High School and all of the cost of remodelling our present High 
School. 
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The apparent impact of the Regional School on the future tax 
rate, together with the remarks printed in the State Auditors’ 
Report led the Board of Selectmen to undertake a concerted effort 
for the collection of outstanding water bills and taxes. Uncollected 
bills automatically reduce the amount of free cash which means 
that more must be raised by taxation. The State Department of 
Corporations and Taxation can only certify as surplus revenue 
the money remaining after deduction has been made for unpaid 
taxes. As of March 1, 1955, Accounts Receivable in taxes and 
water bills totalled nearly $60,000, an amount which would equal 
approximately ten dollars on the tax rate. 


The efforts of the Selectmen to get in the unpaid water bills 
was quite effective in that approximately $9,000 was collected in 
about 2 months of concerted action. The unpaid bills became less 
than they have been for a long time. The unfortunate fact is, 
however, that things have slipped back again but it is not the 
Selectmen’s function to collect the Town’s bills. If the collection 
of accounts were handled in a businesslike manner the Collector 
would simply notify the Water Department as to who had back 
bills and the Water Department would simply go and shut off the 
water. 


Among the articles voted at the Annual Town Meeting was 
Article 25, which called for selling the Gar-Wood Dump-Body, and 
Article 26 to sell the bell and parts of the town clock, which was 
salvaged from the Mann’s Block fire. The dump body was sold 
and the clock bell and parts were sold at public auction. These 
items yielded over $600 of revenue for the Town. 


Article 29 of the Annual Meeting, calling for a committee to 
study the Town Manager form of Government, was enacted by the 
voters and the committee was established as follows: Rev. Fred- 
erick Harrison, Mr. John Morrow, Mr. Richard Swan, Mr. Roger 
Moore and Mr. Norman Batchelor. Mr. Batchelor resigned and Mr. 
Kenneth Burrill was appointed to serve in his place. 


On August llth the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School Com- 
mittee voted to notify the Boards of Selectmen of both Orange and 
Erving of its intention to bond the Towns for up to $125,000! Ifor 
planning costs for the new school. After receiving this notice by 
registered mail, as provided by the Regional School law, the 
Selectmen of Orange posted a public notice at the Town Hall on 
August 18th, informing the voters of said Committee’s action. It 
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had not been the intention of the Regional School Committee nor 
the Orange Board of Selectmen to hold a Special Town Meeting 
for the purpose of voting on this bond issue, and conequently no 
specific deadline date was given in the notice. As things develop- 
ed, however, there was considerable interest for a Special Town 
Meeting to vote on this issue and a petition was received, con- 
taining the names of a large number of registered voters, request- 
ing that the Town Meeting be called. Consequently, on October 
3rd a Special Town Meeting was held and the article was passed 
by ballot vote approving the action of the Ralph C. Mahar Region- 
al School Committee for bonding the Town for its share of up to 
$125,000 for planning costs. 


A final Special Town Meeting was held on December 8th for 
the principal purpose of voting on the so-called Magee Meadow 
Water Development. This development was the ultimate recom- 
mendation of the Water Survey and Development Committee 
which has been working for several years on the problem of 
increasing the water supply for the Town of Orange. Inasmuch as 
these projects take considerable time for planning and construc- 
tion, it was thought advisable to hold a Special Town Meeting 
concerning this water project in order to assure that the new de- 
velopment would be installed and functioning by next August, 
when dry weather might again threaten the water supply of the 
Town. There were two articles involved tot bring about this water 
development. The first article called for installing a gravel-packed 
well with pump, pump-house and all the necessary equipment 
and by bonding the town for the sum of $55,000 to pay for same. 
It required a two-thirds vote to pass this bond issue. After con- 
siderable discussion, a ballot vote showed that the article was 
defeated. As a result, the second article, having to do with ac- 
quiring the land, was passed over. A motion was made to appro- 
priate an additional sum for further study and to bring in a 
recommendation for consideration by the voters at the 1956 An- 
nual Town Meeting. This was done in order to keep the water 
project alive in view of the very serious water shortage in this 
town during the dry weather. The Selectmen firmly believe that 
the water supply should be increased as soon as possible. 


Significant economy in the operation of the Town cannot be 
achieved by simple methods. The selectmen and other elected 
officials wish to keep the finances of the Town within reasonable 
limits but at the same time they are mindful of the expensive 
projects, such as schools and water supply, which cannot be put 
off any longer. Major capital expenditures are best met under a 
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long-range plan. Otherwise the cost will be over-burdening. Un- 
fortunately we have no such planning. Year-to-year operating 
costs, as itemized in the budget, arise from the best estimates of 
the department heads, many of whom spend all of ‘their time on 
the job. The Board of Selectmen, meeting only once a week, can 
hardly be expected to work out the solutions for the financial 
problems of the Town in 3 or 4 hours a week. The Town employ- 
ees who receive all of the criticism and but little of the praise 
must be relied upon for their honesty and integrity in spending 
the taxpayers’ money. Orange is indeed fortunate in this regard 
as evidenced by the long and faithful service of most of the em- 
ployees. In 1956 the operating budget will show substantial 
inereases. In addition, a similar burden will be placed on the tax- 
payers for the first costs of the Regional Junior-Senior High School. 
Neither of these items is unnecessary or wasteful, since they are 
controlled by the townspeople. Town expenditures and the tax 
rate are largely the direct result of the action of the voters. One 
must not expect, therefore, the miracle of a lower tax rate at this 
time after voting for the construction of new roads, drainage and 
sewer systems, and a two-million dollar Regional School. 


Many encouraging signs of change appeared during the year 
in the Town of Orange. The so-called “Fired Up Days” sponsored 
by the Orange Chamber of Commerce, celebrated the recovery 
from the Mann’s Block Fire. The opening of the new Plotkin Block 
and the fine cooperative spirit among all concerned in this cele- 
bration was a most gratifying and encouraging event. 


The Selectmen, together with the members of the Orange 
Chamber of Commerce, recognize that the Orange Airport and its 
immediate vicinity represents the best potential in the Town for 
business development. We concur with the State Commissioner in 
the Dept. of Commerce, Mr. Richard Preston, that appropriate zon- 
ing in this area should be investigated as soon as possible. 


The Board of Selectmen arranged to have new traffic signals 
installed in the Orange Square. These new signals are provided 
with pedestrian push-buttons so that the safety of the school 
children, and the shoppers and other pedestrians will be protected. 


Arthur MacKnight was appointed permanent Chief of the Fire 
Department to succeed Thomas Reynolds, who resigned early in 
1955. We wish to express our particular appreciation to Chief Mac- 
Knight for his excellent work in building up enthusiasm in the 
Orange Fire Department and doing such a thorough job in his 
new position. 


The Board of Selectmen have been doing all possible with the 
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Town Hall Maintenance Account to improve and maintain /the 
quarters of various departments using the building. The office of 
the Town Clerk and Town Treasurer was completely redecorated. 
New lights were installed in the entrance hallway, as well as in 
the offices occupied by the Board of Welfare. The offices used by 
the Veterans’ Service District for years have been uncomfortable 
and in need of repair. This work has been completed and all that 
needs to be taken care of in the near future on the lower floor is 
the repainting of the Selectmen’s and Assessors’ office. The fur- 
naces which heat the Town Hall have been badly in need of re- 
pair for some years. We have done all that we can to rejuvenate 
these boilers to keep proper heat in the building, but the ideal 
system which we should have is an oil burner. While these small 
items have been taken care of, there still remains the serious 
matter of redecorating the auditorium. The Town Hall should,be 
cleaned and repainted so that we will be proud of it rather than 
ashamed of its dirty and unkempt condition. 


While we are sorry that Mr. Ball could not continue on the 
Board, we wish him all success in his new position in Shelburne 
Falls. 


We wish to thank all the Boards, Departments and Commit- 
tees for their diligent work throughout the year and their unstint- 
ing assistance on various problems of vital concern to all of the 
townspeople.

Board of Selectmen 
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Highway Department Report 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of 
our roads, streets and sidewalks which are not included under 
Chapter 81 or Chapter 90. Projects include the following: 


The removal of old macadam sidewalk, resetting of curb and 
constructing a bituminous concrete sidewalk on Chase St. from 
Walnut Hill St. to Putnam St., a distance of 504 ft., also on Con: 
gress St., from Cheney St. to Pleasant St., a distance of 370 ft. The 
construction of a bituminous sidewalk with a cement curb on 
King St. from South Main St. to Hayden St., a distance of 658 ft. 
The constructing of a cement sidewalk on South Main St. from 
the R. R. Bridge to East Main St. a distance of 200 ft. 


The installation of parking signs on Depot St. and Water St., 
curve signs on Route 78 and the repair and replacement of others 
about town. 


The installation of 125 ft of Flex Beam Guard rail on the 
south side of Prospect St. 


The repair and painting of all iron pipe rail fence on Prospect 
St., Kelton St. and Cottage St. 


The cutting and burning of brush on the East Road, North 
Main St., Athol Lower Road, Pine Hill Road and the Ox Bow Road. 


The cold patching and the gravel patching of all streets and 
roads each year before the start of Chapter 81 and Chapter 90. 


The repair of all old plank bridges was taken care of as usual. 


The new concrete bridge on the Tully Road (known as the 
Harrington Meadow bridge) was completed this year, which was 
done by the Mackin Sand & Gravel Co. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


The general maintenance of this building was kept up and 
the painting of the outside was started this year and will be fin- 
ished next year. 
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We will have to install a drainage system outside of the 
building as the roof water on a heavy rain runs under and thru 
the wall into the boiler room. 


SNOW AND ICE 


During the year we plowed 7 storms, a total of 24 inches: 4 
inches in January, 12 inches in February, 5 inches in March and 3 
inches in November. 


The years that we have light snow fall we have had bad icy 
conditions, which is more expensive as we have had to sand more 
and more each year. 


A snow-less winter causes bad freeze-ups in catch basins, 
drop inlets and ditches which have to be thawed out. 


We used 1392 tons of sand, 35 tons of C. C. C. salt and 5 tons 
of calcium chloride. 


We delivered the usual amount of sand around to the houses 
for private use on sidewalks. 


The snow fence (namely) 6700 ft. was set out in different 
sections of the town, also 22 sand boxes were placed in convenient 
places. 


‘SEWERS 


We installed § new house connections this year. 


We installed 2 new manhole frames and covers, one at the 
end of Whitney St. and one on East Myrtle St. 


We purchased 100 ft. of 5/16 in. sewer rods this year. 


We flushed and cleaned out the main sewer lines where we 
have the most trouble. 


We dug up and replaced broken pipe in the main line on East 
Main St. near the square. 


The regular intermediate stoppages were all taken care of as 
usual. 
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CHAPTER 90 — MAINTENANCE 


The work finished this year under this account as follows: 
Wendell Depot Road, a distance of .80 miles, 2803 gals. of Tar T-6 
was applied and road honed, also sealed with 2299 gals. of As- 
phalt MC-5 which was applied; Holtshire Road, a distance of .20 
miles, 888 gals. of Asphalt MC-5 was applied; Tully Road, a dis- 
tance of .40 miles, 1700 gals. of Asphalt MC-5 was applied; North 
Orange Road, a distance of .50 miles, 1250 gals. of Asphalt MC-5 
was applied. A total of 2803 gals. of Tar and 8940 gals. of Asphalt 
was applied covering 31,643 sq. yds. of surface. 


The following roads were widened from 3 to 6 ft.: Wendell 
Depot, Warwick and the Tully Road. 


The Flex Beam guard rail on the Holtshire Road was painted 
and is about three-fourths finished, also 50 concrete posts were 
installed. 


CHAPTER 90 — CONSTRUCTION 


The South Main St. construction job was completed this year 
with the final hot top surface from Gay St. north to the intersec- 
tion of East and West Main Sts., also all drainage was completed. 


CHAPTER 81 


The maintenance and surfacing of all our streets and roads 
except Chapter 90—Maintenance work is carried on under this 
account. At the present time the State furnished about 60% of the 
total amount spent. 


The work constitutes the care and surfacing of both gravel 
and black top streets and roads with a total mileage of 78 miles, 
of which 47.30 miles are black top and 30.70 miles of gravel or dirt. 


The usual dragging and scraping of our gravel roads and 
streets both in town and the outlying districts. 


This year the Tar and Asphalt business was divided between 
the Barrett Co., The Koppers Co. and the Independent Coal Tar 
Co.; using 16,710 gals. of Asphalt and 13,562 gals. of Tar covering 
the following streets and roads: North Orange, .15 miles; Old 
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State, 1.25 miles; Creamery Hill, .05 miles; Walnut Hill, .60 miles; 
Mattawa, .40 miies; Chestnut Hill, 50 miles; Summit, .05 miles; 
Dexter, .10 miles; Lincoln Ave., .25 miles; Marjorie, .10 miles; 
King St., .25 miles; Prentiss, .05 miles; Fountain, .40 miles; Gay, 
.20 miles; McCarthy Lane, .04 miles; Glenwood Ave., .10 miles; 
Bangs Ave., .10 miles; Cherry, .05 miles; a total of 5.34 miles of 
streets and roads treated with Asphalt this year covering 59,835 
Sq. yds. 


The new work this year was North Main .20 miles; East road, 
.20 miles; a total of .40 miles covering 4,000 sq. ft. A pea stone 
cover was used entirely this year. 


The permanent work this year consisted of the tree cutting, 
widening, gravelling and the tarring of 1,000 ft. on both the East 
Road and North Main St. 


The drainage consisted of the cleaning out of all catch basins 
and drop inlets after each storm. The installation of 10 ft. of 12 
in. dia. metal culvert pipe on North Main St.; 50 ft. of 12 in. dia. 
metal culvert pipe on Walnut Hill; 60 ft. of 15 in. dia. metal cul- 
vert pipe on the Poor Farm Road. The installation of catch basin 
on West Main St in the square, also 2 on South Main St. in the 
square. 


The cleaning and sweeping of all the black top streets in the 
town. 


The gravel patching on the following roads: 57 cu. yds. on 
Cross Road; 31 cu. yds. on Pine Hill Road; 148 cu. yds. on Ox Bow 
Road; 38 cu. yds. on Temple Road; 7 cu. yds. on Butterworth Road; 
74 cu. yds. on Mountain Road; 116 cu. yds. on Poor Farm Road; 
16 cu. yds. on Sentinel Elm Road; 8 cu. yds. ‘on Athol Road; 15 cu. 
yds. on Ward’s Road; 21 cu. yds. on Hickory Road; 96 cu. yds. on 
McCarthy Lane; 188 cu. yds. on Briggs Ave.; 33 cu. yds. on Wen- 
dell Road; 76 cu. yds. on Magoon Road; 374 cu. yds. on Walnut 
Hill Road; and 515 cu. yds. on Royalston Road.

Meeting called to order at 8:00 P.M. 


ARTICLE 2. Voted: to accept the printed town report, the 
printed School Report and the following Water Survey Committee 
Report: 


WATER SURVEY COMMITTEE REPORT — 1955 


This committee was appointed by the Moderator in 1952 to 
comply with Article No. 37 of that year. 


The Town of Orange is using the town water supply as fast as 
it can be pumped. The maximum number of gallons that the 
pumps will produce is 400 gals. per minute, with the pumps run- 
ning an average of 21 hrs. per day, to meet the demand, we are 
pumping approximately 500,000 gals. per day. These figures show 
the increased demand for water during the past 20 years. 

In 1934 we pumped an average of 147,625 gals. per day. 

In 1944 we pumped an average of 258,168 gals. per day. 

In 1954 we pumped an average of 463,900 gals. per day. 


The alarming fact is that we are taxing our source of supply 
to the limit. 


The committee employed the services of Tighe & Bond, con- 
sulting engineers, to look into this problem. 


Hanson’s Pond, already a part of our present system, was 
considered, the estimated cost would be $40,000.00 This would 
include clearing 18 acres, brush cutting, grubbing, removal of 
muck, and construction of an earth filled dam 10 ft. high at the 
site of the present dam: however, Tighe & Bond state that this 
reservoir would be classified as a shallow body of water. Unless 
water is extremely deep in a swampy area, vegetation recurs. This 
causes coloration of water plus taste. This reservoir could be 
drained and cleared of this growth and a filter plant would correct 
taste and color problems. The estimated cost of a filter plant would 
be $90,000.00 plus the cost of one or two men on duty 24 hrs. a day. 
This committee considers $130,000.00 too high to develop Hanson 
Pond area. 


The engineers and a representative of the state Board of Health 
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believe Orange should have a ground water supply—a deep well. 
Three possible sites were chosen and test holes were drilled. Two 
of these, on E. River St., in vicinity of Birchland Club, showed poor 
water. The third, near the mouth of North Pond Brook at Magee’s 
Meadow produced high quality water. An 8 inch test hole was 
driven there — water was pumped 8 days continually, sampled 
periodically and an hourly check made on the draw down three 
observation holes. The average of 390 gals. per. min. was pro- 
duced during the 8 days. The output and quality of this water has 
been approved by the State Board of Health. 


Before this committee can enter an article to be voted upon, 
certain requirements are necessary to comply with regulations set 
forth by the state. We have not yet reached a satisfactory agree- 
ment with Mr. Magee and the town. The Town counsel stated that 
the field rights by the Worcester County Light Co. can be released. 


Another obstacle is the by-pass which is tentatively routed 
near our proposed development. 


This committee believes this project is so vital to the health 
and safety of the town that we shall call for a special town meet- 
ing to act on this emergency when present problems are solved. 


The estimated cost of a well and pumping station at Magee’s 
Meadow, not including the cost of land, or cost of power line to 
the area is $49,500.00. This committee feels that $55,000.00 should 
cover the complete cost of this project.

Much inconvenience will be saved your children later in life 
if this small detail is attended to at this time. It is much easier 
to have the original record correct than it is to attempt to have it 
changed later. 


HAVE YOU A BIRTH RECORD? 


A birth certificate is a precious document. Sometimes it is 
the only proof of a person’s American citizenship. Often it is the 
one thing that can qualify him for a passport, a pension or em- 
ployment in the State and Federal Government or in a defense 
industry. 


Yet, according to United States Census Bureau authorities, be- 
tween 40,000,000 and 50,000,000 Americans lack birth certificates. 
Doctors and nurses who attended their coming into the world ne- 
glected to file the necessary data at the city or town halls. Some 
States and many communities kept inadequate records, if they 
kept any records at all. And, in rare instances, disasters like fires 
or earthquakes destroyed the municipal books. | 


In view of the fact that the situation is as bad as the Census 
Bureau says, it would seem worth while for each citizen to ascer- 
tain his status in the birth certificate picture and to find out, be- 
fore it is too late, what he must do to get a satisfactory substitute 
for this enrollment.

ATTENTION TO PARENTS OF AND MINORS BETWEEN THE 


AGES OF 14 AND 18 YEARS OF AGE 


The Legislature in 1954 enacted into law provisions for the 
sale of hunting licenses to persons between the ages of 15 and 


18 years. 


The law briefly is as follows: 


(1) Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
not held a hunting license in this Commonwealth during 
a prior year, may obtain a hunting license by presenting 
to a city or town clerk, a certificate of competency, or pro- 
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viding an affidavit signed by the applicant’s parent or 
guardian, stating that at all times while hunting or tar- 
get shooting he or she will be accompanied by an adult 
over the age of 21 years. 


(2) Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
held a hunting license in this Commonwealth for a prior 
year, May obtain a hunting license by presenting to the 
city or town clerk, the license for a prior year or satis- 
factory evidence that he has held a license for a prior 
year. 


A certificate of competency is granted to persons that have 
successfully completed the course of instruction in the Minor’s 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program conducted by the Department 
of Natural Resources, Division of Law Enforcement. 

Persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years desiring to take 
the course of instruction are advised to write to the Division of 
Law Enforcement, 15 Ashburnton Place, Boston 8, Massachusetts 
for an application to take the course of instruction in the Minor’s 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program. 

Minors 14 years of age but who will become 15 years of age 
during the hunting season, may apply and receive this instruction.

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Report of Airport Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Several maintenance and improvement problems were solved 
during the year. Important among these was the sealing of many 
of the cracks on the runways to prevent deterioration of the sur- 
faces, construction of a guard rail along the airplane parking 
apron, and the installation of an automatic gas heater in the Ad- 
ministration Building. While good progress was made in sealing 
cracks on runways this year, more remains to be done. Further 
work is anticipated on this during the year 1956; also an addi- 
tional section of guard rail will be installed in order to conform 
with the State laws governing fields used for commercial passen- 
ger traffic. 


During the year the Airport Manager attended fewer and 
fewer meetings and took less and less interest in the activities of 
the Commission. As a result, he resigned and his agreement with 
the Town was terminated in November. The Airport Commission 
filled the vacancy immediately by naming Mr. Edric Chaffee Air- 
port Manager. He has an agreement similar to the one which 
Was drawn up between the Town and Thomas Galvin, previous 
Airport Manager; he moved into the airport house in December. 


The Drag Trials sponsored by the Orange Kiwanis Club con- 
tinued to be a very popular and profitable activity for them at the 
Airport. The Town received considerable recognition and pub- 
licity of these events in an article appearing in the November is- 
sue of the “Hot Rod” Magazine. 


It is very gratifying that an increased interest in the develop- 
ment of the Orange Airport and the potential which it offers for 
the future economic progress of the Town of Orange is being 
recognized by more and more townspeople. One of the outstand- 
ing events of the Orange Chamber of Commerce during the past 
year was a special aviation meeting for the purpose of developing 
and stimulating interest and business at the Orange Municipal 
Airport. This event, which was held as a luncheon meeting at the 
White Drum, was attended by members of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, the Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission, in- 
dustries throughout the area, as well as local businessmen and 
other interested citizens. Representatives from Northeast Air- 
lines, American Airlines and Mohawk Airlines were also in at- 
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tendance. It was pointed out that the number of enplaned pas- 
sengers at the Orange Airport during 1955 was lower than any 
other municipal airport in the state of Massachusetts. This factor 
is a deterrent to Northeast Airlines for changing or improving the 
service here and also affords little to encourage other airlines to 
inaugurate service without specific guarantees of traffic potential. 
Those of us who are vitally interested in the development of the 
Orange Airport have been concerned with the worsening of North- 
east Airlines schedule in and out of Orange. At the beginning, 
there was 3 hours between the north and south-bound flights. In 
December of 1955, the schedule was changed again for the third 
or fourth time during the year, wherein the flight from New York 
arrives in Orange after the south-bound flight within the short 
space of 20 minutes. That this was a very bad schedule is evi- 
denced by the fact that we had the lowest passenger load ever 
during the month of December. Industrial representatives pointed 
out that if they are to use Northeast for air freight haulage, the 
airline must first hold a suitable and reliable schedule. The 
meeting at the Drum brought out the fact that there is a consider- 
able amount of interest in this area for better service, and there 
seems to be no reason why we shouldn’t have it. Certainly one 
of the deterrents to using the service which we do have is the 
fact that the flights are unreliable, since they are continually 
changed. Increased publicity and advertising, such as the new 
sign erected this year at the entrance to the Orange Airport and 
paid for by various interested agencies, such as the Orange Ki- 
wanis, the Rodney Hunt Machine Company and Northeast Air- 
lines, seems to be one avenue for increasing and improving com- 
mercial air service at the Airport. 


The Athol-Orange Aero Club completed the extension of their 
hangar and continue to be an important factor in promoting ac- 
tivity and interest at the Orange Airport. They participated in 
the cost of the sign at the entrance to the Airport, took part in 
policing and cleanup activities after the Drag Trials, and were 
very generous in their assistance and hospitality to local and 
visiting aircraft during the time of change between the old and 
the present airport manager. It is indeed gratifying that the 
Aero-Club stands by the Orange Airport to help out during 
times of difficulty, who give of their time and service on the Air- 
port Commission and who are always available for advice and 
counsel on problems affecting the improvement of the Orange Air- 
port. 


The construction permit for the Radio Homing Beacon was 
received in July of the past year. The site, equipment and all of 
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the plans were outlined and it was thought that the installation 
would be made by fall of last year. Unfortunately, numerous 
technical difficulties arose which necessitated delays in this proj- 
ect. It was thought advisable, for the sake of economy, to make 
provisions for the use of radio equipment which was different 
than that originally planned. Furthermore, the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration advised that the identification of the signal should 
be changed to conform to that which is designated for the Orange 
Airport. Consequently, a new license and construction permit 
had to be requested and this was received only during the latter 
part of December, 1955. With this in hand, it is now anticipated 
that the Homing Beacon can be installed and put into operation 
during 1956 on the site which was purchased and generously do- 
nated to the Town of Orange by the Orange Chamber of Com- 
merce. With this equipment in operation, it is anticipated that 
ceiling minimum for landing at the Orange Airport will be re- 
duced from 1400 down to at least 1000 ft. This should be instru- 
mental in improving the air service in Orange. Northeast Air- 
lines has volunteered to assist us with this project and the State 
Aeronautics Commission has granted us 50% assistance in the 
cost of this project.

Airport Commissioners 
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Report of Civil Defense Director 


Since last year Massachusetts Civil Defense has been re- 
organized into four areas. Franklin County has been designated 
as sector D of area four with sector headquarters in Greenfield. 

Orange Civil Defense participated in a 24-hour alert in July. 
At the time of the January thaw, an emergency meeting of all 
Town department heads was held at the fire department head- 
quarters principally because the New Home water gates were 
frozen closed but, fortunately, in a matter of a few hours, Russell 
Dexter succeeded in freeing the gates. 

During the year Civil Defense and other departments have 
sent representatives to C, D. meetings and schools. 

We have given talks on Civil Defense and shown C. D. films 
to several groups. During the year C. D. literature has been dis- 
tributed at all these and other public meetings. 

It is expected that the sector headquarters radio will be in- 
stalled and in working order within the next two or three weeks. 
As soon as the sector radio is in working order we will be able 
to make tests in order to know what type radio is best for us to 
purchase in Orange. 

One of the most worthwhile C. D. meetings was recently held 
at the Westover Air Force Base. The talks and exhibitions at 
Westover were very impressive and instructive. Our Air Force 
are certainly showing splendid leadership in their efforts to help 
develop adequate defense plans. 

Our Town officials have complied with the request of West- 
over Air Base officials to furnish emergency housing for their base 
hospital and staff of approximately 150 doctors, nurses and other 
hospital staff members, as well as approximately 3000 dependents 
of officers and enlisted men in the event of any emergency. 

In view of the fact that Orange has no hospital, the presence 
of the Westover hospital and their staff, in the event of any 
emergency, would be very beneficial to our residents. 

The mission of the Civil Defense is to co-ordinate the regular 
constituted departments of government and to assist them to se- 
cure every needed available assistance, both personnel and equip- 
ment, to properly meet any emergency as directed by the Gov- 
ernor of our Commonwealth in accordance with the law. 

While Civil Defense will not win a war, the lack of Civil 
Defense planning and organization might lose a war. Do your 
part by volunteering, in any real emergency. Everybody will be 
needed.

Association

On several occasions during the past year, the nurses attended 
seminars on Public Health Nursing conducted by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts at the University of Massachusetts. The 
knowledge gained at these lectures was augmented by each 
nurse’s individual study of printed matter on the topic. The 
nurses realize that, like medicine or law, the field of nursing is a 
very flexible one and that constant reading and participation in 
seminars on their part is an absolute necessity. The projection of 
the Salk vaccine into the health picture during the past year is 
an excellent example of how the health horizon is broadening. 
This agency, incidentally is geared to go into immediate action 
on the Salk program whenever the proper authority gives the 
notice of continuance. 


The association wishes to take this opportunity to thank all 
of the civic and religious organizations who rendered any assist- 
ance during the past year. The value of this assistance can never 
be estimated in terms of dollars and cents.

This is the numerical picture of the association’s work 
vear. However, to we who participated in the program, there is 
to be found behind these figures comfort and enjoyment in know- 
ing that the sick of this community will not go untended.

Report of Board of Public Welfare

Gentlemen: 


Old Age Assistance rendered during the year 1955 showed a 
slight increase in caseload over 1954. The average number of 
cases in this category was 17114 cases per month as compared to 
168 cases per month for the previous year. Total assistance given 
recipients during the year was $160,070.97 at a net cost to the 
Town of $21,907.24. Receipts from Federal and State Governments, 
from other towns and cities, and refunds amounted to $138,163.73. 


Aid to Dependent Children rendered in 1955 also showed an 
increase: over 1954. The average monthly caseload rose from 23 
in 1954 to 2815 in 1955. These caseload figures are based on the 
consideration of a family unit as a single case. Net cost to the 
Town for this category of assistance was $12,319.88. Total aid 
given to recipients was $42,995.57 but receipts from Federal and 
State Governments and refunds amounted to $30,675.69. 


Disability Assistance had the same average monthly caseload 
as the previous year, 21 cases. Total assistance to recipients 
amounted to $20,785.06 but receipts from Federal and State Gov- 
ernments and refunds amounted to $15,246.47. The net cost to the 
Town for this category was $5,538.59. 


Expenditures for General Relief were $9,023.80 with receipts 
from the Commonwealth for unsettled persons, other cities and 
towns for their settled cases, and from individuals or refunds 
amounting to $1,804.11. Net cost was $7,219.69 as of this date but 
receipts are still due from some towns and cities and some late 
billing is to be expected. The average monthly caseload for this 
category dropped from 1742 in 1954 to 13% in 1955. Although the 
year began with a caseload of 22 it dropped to a low of 7 cases. 
Most of these were of a very temporary nature, reflecting the high 
employment level of the community. 


The effective administration of the Public Welfare program is, 
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in its broad sense, a community problem. The co-operation of the 
officials of the Town, the several Town departments and their 
employees, and the citizens of Orange in general has assisted 
materially carrying out the program of this Department. It is 
sincerely appreciated by the Board of Public Welfare and the staff 
of the Welfare Office.

Gentlemen: 


The Eastern Franklin Welfare District, which was formed 1 
October 1951 is comprised of the towns of Orange, New Salem, 
Erving and Wendell. The purpose behind the formation of this 
District was threefold: first, to provide trained social workers to 
give greater service to the recipients of public assistance through 
a better understanding of their needs, and of agencies able to 
help them; second, to cut administrative costs by sharing in State 
reimbursement as a district; third, to enable each town to receive 
the maximum of State and Federal aid through the use of quali- 
fied personnel, able to cope with the increasing complexity of 
laws, rules, and regulations, in order to keep disallowances on 
State and Federal funds at a minimum. 


State and Federal funds pay for 70% to 75% of the adminis- 
trative costs of the Eastern Franklin Welfare District. This per- 
centage is variable because there is no administrative reimburse- 
ment on General Relief cases. The State and Federal governments 
share in the administrative costs of the Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and Disability Assistance programs. The 
exact percentage of such reimbursement is determined on the 
percentage of General Relief cases in the total caseload. 


Administrative cost to each town in the District is determined 
by its percentage of cases based on District Caseload. At present 
the proportion of administrative costs not borne by State or Fed- 
eral funds is divided as follows: Orange—80%, Erving—11%, New 
Salem — 6%, Wendell — 3%. . 


During the calendar year of 1955 the Eastern Franklin Wel- 
fare District handled an average of 283% cases per month for all 
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categories of assistance at a total cost (including State and Fed- 
eral monies) of $273,630.75. This was an increase of 3 cases per 
month over 1954. Total disbursements for all categories in 1954 
was $253,435.93. 


A monthly average of 216% Old Age Assistance cases were 
carried throughout the District at a total disbursement of $200,- 
001.66 in 1955. This was an increase of 5% cases per month over 
the 1954 monthly average of 211 cases. 1954 expenses in this 
category were $189,458.91. This increase in the caseload for Old 
Age Assistance is to be expected as a much larger proportion of 
the total population is now above the age of 65. 


The Aid to Dependent Children program increased from an 
average monthly caseload of 24% at a yearly expenditure of 
$35,931.76 in 1954 to an average monthly caseload of 30% in 1955 
with disbursements of $45,510.36. 


Disability Assistance cases averaged 2542 per month in 1954 
and 24 cases per month in 1955, a drop of 1% cases per month. 
Disbursements in this category were $21,692.65 in 1954 and 
$22,666.90 in 1955. Greater hospitalization and medical expenses 
offset any saving of lowered caseload. 


The biggest drop in caseload was shown in the General Re- 
lief category. Average caseload per month was 19% in 1954 and 
15% in 1955. Expenditures in this category were $6,352.61 in 1954 
and $4,953.78 in 1955. This decrease in General Relief costs are a 
reflection of the high employment level in this area.

During the year 1955 our circulation decreased from 57230 
volumes to 56397 volumes. 688 volumes were added to our col- 
lection, and 635 volumes were discarded making a total of 25,056 
volumes in our collection. 


The State Regional Library Center at Greenfield sent to Orange 
last year films which were viewed by 976 persons. Six organiza- 
tions borrowed films from the Center.

Central 
School loaned its projector to the Library, and we wish to thank 
the school for it.

Historical Room. The room was used as a meeting place 36 times 
by nine different organizations including such civic groups as 
the Chamber of Commerce, Red Cross and Community Chest. The 
room is available for any groups of a civic or cultural nature for 
meetings, subject to the rules set up by the Trustees. Groups wish- 
ing to use the room should consult the Librarian. 


We wish to pay tribute to our staff for their fine conscientious 
work, and for their courtesy to all who use the Library. 


We acknowledge with thanks gifts of books, magazines and 
money from various persons and organizations during the year.

The Water Department submits the following report for the 
year 1955: 


The year of 1955 has been much the same as the last several 
years in regard to our water supply. During the hot dry summer 
months when gardens and lawns need watering we have had to 
put restrictions on the use of town water for this purpose. Our 
supply was so low in August, that except for the large amount of 
rain we received from the year’s first hurricane, we were within 
two or three days at the most of having to use water from Lake 
Mattawa. This would have been more serious than it might 
sound, because it would have meant placing restrictions on the 
use of the Lake for boating, bathing, and camping, also an order 
by the State Board of Health to boil all drinking water, and the 
probable stopping of production by one of our manufacturers 
while these restrictions were in effect.

The Athol and Orange water systems were connected at the 
town line on Brookside Road as voted at the regular town meeting. 

Other work has included, testing all fire hydrants, raising or 
lowering curb and gate boxes, cutting brush and hardwood around 
Vorce’s and the Power Pond, working on the water department 
building on West Myrtle Street and keeping all buildings, grounds, 
and equipment in as good a condition as possible.

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Report of Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the year 
of 1955. 


This Board has been considerably hampered by the fact that 
instead of the allotted number of six members, only four have 
been available. This is due to the fact that in the annual election 
this year, there were no candidates and all eligible by write-in 
votes declined acceptance of a position on the Board, and also to 
the fact that one elected member has been unable to attend 
meetings. 


Many decisions of the current year have, of necessity, been 
made by the Chairman and his Secretary. It is indeed difficult 
to get civic minded people to serve on the Planning Board. The 
dis-interest shown by the citizens of the Town of Orange has 
kept this Board from achieving the purpose for which it was 
established. 


Perhaps the recent joint decision of the Board of Selectmen, 
Finance Board and the Planning Board concerning the proper 
procedure of submitting pertinent articles through the proper 
channels as prescribed by the by-laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts will arouse enough interest so that we may gain 
sufficient members to have an active and functioning Board. 


Mr. Harry Holden was again appointed Superintendent of 
Parks and has submitted regular reports on the progress of work 
and maintenance being done on the parks, playgrounds, and 
other recreational facilities of the Town. 


Mr. George Willard was appointed Assistant Superintendent 
of Parks to assist Mr. Holden and in this capacity he was able to 
make decisions in the absence of Mr. Holden. 


In line with the present Town Government, the wages of all 
employees of the Park Department will raise to meet with the 
requirements of the minimum wage law. 


Miss Joan Masellis was appointed Life Guard at the bathing 
beach at Lake Mattawa. The fact that we have had no accident 
worthy of note at the Beach in the past few years, in spite of an 
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ever expanding use of the facilities, is very gratifying to the 
Board and vouches for the excellence of the caliber of the ap- 
pointees for this position. 


It is hoped that we may be able to improve or expand the 
facilities at this Beach by using such money as available to good 
advantage. 


The Red Cross swimming instruction program was aided by 
the efforts of the Parent Teachers Association, who were instru- 
mental in procuring transportation for all those who wished to 
attend. This program was so successful that it was necessary for 
the Planning Board, through the Red Cross, to provide an addi- 
tional instructor over the previous year. 


Miss Beverly Lauriat was appointed playground supervisor 
and gave the children an organized program which was well re- 
ceived and enjoyed. 


The Plannig Board wishes to commend the Orange Chamber 
of Commerce for the interesting activity it has shown in civic im- 
provement. Their various projects for town betterment are heart- 
ily endorsed by this Board.

Report of Board of Health 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health and the Massachusetts Department of. 
Public Health set up a free food handlers’ training course at 
Wheeler Memorial Library in April. The personnel of various 
organizations and establishments were represented. The subject 
was “Food Handlers, Beware of Health Hazards.” The meetings, 
under the direction of Mr. Hollis Cleveland, Sanitary Agent, were 
well attended. 


The Massachusetts Anti-Polio Salk Vaccine Clinic (for In- 
fantile Paralysis) was held in May. All pupils in grades one and 
two at the parents’ request were given the first inoculation by 
Dr. H. R. Mahar and Dr. K. L. Alexander with nurses’ assistance. 
The second inoculation was postponed, advised by the State De- 
partment of Public Health. We are informed that mass inocula- 
tions suspended last June will be resumed this year, 1956, accord- 
ing to the State Advisory Committee. 


Under the Tuberculosis Program, Community Chest X-ray 
Clinic was held at the Minute Tapioca Plant for its employees on 
October 20. Orange Manufacturing Corporation was X-rayed on 
October 21, and townspeople were also X-rayed. This was done 
through the Franklin County Public Health Association. The Athol 
Chest Clinic and Franklin County Hospital Clinic are available to 
the townspeople throughout the year. 


Toxoid Clinics (Triple Antizen) immunization against Diph- 
theria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus for the pre-school and 
school children in grades one was held. Booster shots for better 
protection were also given. 


Mrs. George (Ellen) V. Leake was given a license for mas- 
sage. She has a Physical Therapy State License. 


Mr. Vernon L. Burgess, Inspector of Plumbing, reports that he 
has had the co-operation of all the plumbers and townspeople in 
making his inspections. 


The Board received complaints of various kinds, all of which 
were investigated with corrections made as far as possible. 


New by-laws were set up in regards to the territory to be 
covered in the collection of rubbish which called for extension in 
many areas.

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Report of State Audit.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Orange for the period from December 19, 
1954, the date of the previous examination, to December 26,, 1955; 
and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing town funds or com-' 
mitting bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined, 
the Receipts, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s record 
of receipts, and the recorded payments were checked with the 
Selectmen’s warrants and with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The appropriation accounts, as recorded on the ledger, were 
checked with the town meeting records as kept by the town clerk; 
the transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the fi- 
nance committee’s authorizations; and all other accounts were 
checked with information in the departments in which the trans- 
actions originated. 


The ledgers were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, 
and, after the necessary adjusting entries were made, a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town on December 26, 1955. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records of the departments collecting money 
for the town and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The payments were checked with the war- 
rants authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with the 
town accountant’s books. The cash book was footed, and the cash 
balance on December 26, 1955 was proved by actual count of the 
cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances 
with statements received from the depositories. 
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The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes, 
the county retirement system, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
were examined and checked. The payments to the Director of 
Internal Revenue, the county treasurer, and the Massachusetts 
Hospital Service, Inc., were verified, and the balances to the credit - 
of the town employees were listed and proved with the account- 
ant’s ledger controls. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and _ interest 
were checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. 


The tax title register in the custody of the treasurer was 
analyzed and checked with the accounts of the town collector 
and the town accountant. The amounts received on account of 
redemptions were checked, the tax title accounts foreclosed and 
transferred to tax possessions were verified, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved with the town accountant’s 
ledger accounts and with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust and investment funds were examined’ and listed, the be- 
quests were checked, the income was proved, and the amounts 
withdrawn were compared with the recorded receipts of the 
treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitment 
lists of taxes, assessments, and departmental and water accounts, 
were audited and proved with the warrants issued for their col- 
lection. The collections, as recorded, were compared with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer; the abatements were checked with the 
records of the assessors and other departments authorizing them; 
the transfers to tax titles were checked; and the oustanding 
accounts were listed and proved with the town accountant’s 
ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, and from replies received it 
appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


Attention is called to the uncollected taxes as shown on the 
balance sheet which date from 1951 and to the departmental 
and water accounts receivable some of which date from 1934. 
Again it is urged that immediate action be taken by the town 
collector to effect a settlement of the delinquent accounts, and, 
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if they are found to be uncollectable, that requests for abatement 
be made to the proper authorities so that they may be removed 
from the books of the town. The time required to audit these 
accounts each year adds materially to the total time consumed 
in the audit. 


In checking the departmental records of accounts receivable, 
it was noted that the veterans’ services department has not been 
submitting the monthly statements to the State Division of Vet- 
erans’ Services for approval, and consequently there have not 
been any reimbursements to the town. Total disbursements for 
veterans’ services tor the year 1955 to the date of the audit were 
$16,586.78, of which approximately one-half is reimbursable to 
the town for cases approved by the state. Failure to notify the 
Commissioner of Veterans’ Services of disbursements made may 
result in a serious financial loss to the town. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record of 
town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with the 
aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the compu- 
tation of the 1955 tax rate. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The receipts on account of dog and sporting licenses 
were checked with the record of licenses issued. The payments to 
the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game 
were verified, and the cash on hand December 26, 1955 was proved 
by actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of 
the bank balance with a statement furnished by the depository. 


The surety bonds of the officials required to furnish them for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the board 
of selectmen were checked with the records of licenses granted. 
The payments to the treasurer were verified and the outstanding 
licenses December 26, 1955 were listed and proved. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were 
examined. The receipts were checked with the record of work 
done, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash 
on hand December 26, 1955 was proved by actual count. 


The accounts of the dog officer were examined, the payments 
io the town were verified, and the amount due from the county 
was proved with the accountant’s ledger. 


The records of collections of the school department on account 
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of the school lunch programs and the high school athletic fund 
were examined, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and 
the cash on hand December 26, 1955 was proved by actual count. 


The records of the Wheeler Memorial and North Orange 
branch libraries, pertaining to the collection of fines, were exam- 
ined and checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the cash on hand was proved. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Eastern 
Franklin Veterans’ Services District were examined and checked 
in conjunction with the audit of the town treasurer’s accounts. 
The recorded receipts, consisting of assessments received from the 
towns which are members of the district, were checked with the 
treasurer’s record of receipts, while the payments were checked 
with the cancelled checks on file. 


The cash book was footed, and the cash balance on Decem- 
ber 26, 1955 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
a statement received from the depository and by actual count of 
the cash in the office. 


The surety bond furnished by the district treasurer was exam- 
ined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this 
report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, 
summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, departmental] and water 
accounts, as well as schedules showing the transactions and con- 
dition of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by 
all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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Report of the Ralph C. Mahar 


Regional School Committee 


On April 26, 1955 the voters of Erving and Orange accepted 
the provisions of the Regional School Law, Sections 14-16, Chap- 
ter 71 and ratified the Agreement between the two Regional Plan- 
ning Committees. In accordance with this agreement, Walter 
Donahue, Clement Durna and Mrs. Esther Rano were appointed by 
the Erving Moderator to serve on the Regional School Committee 
until March, 1956. Harold Belcher, Harold Mahar, M.D. and Frank 
Sauter, M.D. were appointed by the Orange Moderator for a simi- 
lar term. 


At its organizational meeting, Harold Belcher was elected 
Chairman and Clement Durna was elected Vice-Chairman. Henry 
Hastings was elected temporary secretary-treasurer until such 
time as the Committee should feel a separate secretary and 
treasurer was necessary. 


Since its appointment, the Regional Committee has held a 
total of 38 meetings and a joint meeting with the Orange School 
Committee. It holds its meetings at the Dexter Park School on 
Thursday evenings and all meetings are open to any one interest- 
ed in its work. 


From its beginning, the Committee has had full cooperation, 
help and advice from the Superintendents of Erving and Orange 
Public Schools. In August it seemed best to have a superintend- 
ent for the Regional School District and Henry J. Hastings was 
elected to the position. 


Myer Hyman was elected Treasurer of the District in May and 
has been very active in doing the preliminary work on the bond 
issue. With interest rates at a high level it was felt that no 
money should be borrowed until it was needed. A very thorough 
study of the bond market is being carried on to help in this 
matter. 


Finding a site for the new school building demanded much 
attention. from the Committee. Many possible areas were in- 
vestigated. Borings were taken on the two sites said to be the 
most economical for development by the architects and site en- 
gineers and a topographical survey was made of the number one 
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site. The Jones’ Site, so called, on South Main Street seemed to 
most nearly fit the requirements. 

About forty architects were investigated, and many new high 
schools were visited before Rich and Tucker Associates of Boston 
were finally contracted to design a six-year junior-senior high 
school for the district. 

The floor plan of the proposed building, already approved by 
the Building Assistance Commission has many of the features of 
a campus type plan without the disadvantage of having to go 
outdoors between classes to get from one area to another. There 
are separate wings for the junior high school and the high school, 
the science laboratories are in a wing joining these areas, music, 
art and industrial shops are in a wing next to the auditorium 
stage and the gymnasium has been placed to the rear and away 
from the other areas. 


Rooms that may be used for adult education classes or by the 
community have been arranged so that the rest of the building, 
if not in use, can be shut off, thus saving electricity and heat. 
These rooms are all on the side of the building nearest the park- 
ing area. 

All areas have been planned with an eye to architectural 
harmony, ease of administration and for the greatest educational 
advantage possible. The teachers on the Orange High School 
faculty and experienced people outside the area have been called 
in to give help and advice. 


Very recently the Petersham Regional Planning Committee 
has become very much interested in our Regional school plans. 
They have had.one open meeting in Petersham and meet with us 
regularly as observers. One representative from the Wendell Re- 
gional Planning Committee has also been a very regular attend- 
ant at our meetings. 

We are working on an agreement with the Petersham group 
which may possibly be presented to the voters of Erving and Or- 
ange in the Spring of this year. In the meantime, every effort is 
being made to keep on schedule so that final plans and specifica- 
tions can be completed at an early date.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Orange: 


I have the honor to present: my first annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. In Keeping with a request of the 
Selectmen; I have condensed the reports of principals and super- 
visors to me combining them into one and wish to acknowledge 
the assistance given by them. ; 


Accomplishments 


Much has been accomplished this year. Very little could have 
been accomplished but for the excellent cooperation of a compe- 
tent staff of teachers, understanding parents, a school committee 
sympathetic to the needs of the schools and a voting citizenry 
ever ready to help wherever and whenever needed. 


With the increasing responsibilities placed on every citizen 
of these United States because of our new role as a world power, 
the upsurge in activity of labor organizations and changes being 
brought about by revolutionary research in industry, the schools 
have a tremendous challenge to train its youth to meet these new 
demands. Unless teachers themselves become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with these developments they are not and will not be in 
any position to give the necessary leadership. 


Nearly 50% of our teachers have been enrolled in programs of 
advanced study this past year and many others have been follow- 
ing a plan of home reading designed to help them meet this de- 
mand. 


Much can also be done through an inservice training program. 
This past year several very encouraging sessions were held. At 
the first such meeting the teaching of history and geography, 
commonly called social studies, was given a very thorough going 
over and as a result many changes in the elementary curriculum 
have been brought about and groups of teachers are holding 
weekly meetings to become more effective in the use of newer 
techniques. 


During the year, the basic reading program adopted a few 
years ago was made available to every teacher in the elementary 
grades. To assist them in its use a workshop devoted entirely to 
reading was held this winter. 
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The appointment of Miss Mary Roache as supervisor of ele- 
mentary education should mean much to Orange. She has very 
capably assumed her new duties and assisted in the coordination 
of all our efforts. Her assistance to the teachers has been in- 
valuable. 


. A “community co-partnership program” to bring about fuller 
cooperation between business, industry and education was initi-. 
ated. Much of the planning was done by Mr. Joseph Manning, 
newly appointed director of guidance. Through his efforts we are 
now far ahead of our timetable as it was first set up. To aid in 
the guidance of our youngsters, a complete testing service for 
grades 1—12 has been begun as a joint endeavor between Miss 
Roache and Mr. Manning. 


In the spring more emphasis was placed on the registration 
for first grade than in previous years. A health examination was 
given by the School Physician and Nurses, much of the data 
‘usually collected in the fall was obtained, tests for coordination, 
readiness and right or left handedness were given and the little 
tots: met their new teacher and found where their recom would 
be when they came to school in the fall. The health department 
reports ‘that: many: defects uncovered were corrected during the 
Summer and the teachers found that the first days of school went 
much smoother. About 70% of the parents were cooperative in 
this undertaking. It is hoped that an even larger percentage will 
register this Spring. 


A comparison of the reports of the School Physician and the 
Visiting Nurses presented this year with those of last year will 
show how that part of our school work has grown. Many addi- 
tional health features are planned. These people are limited in 
the speed in which new plans can be put into operation, the same 
as many other staff members, by the increasing number of pupils 
and the increasing demands for additional services. 


Several of the staff members have had singular honors this 
year. Miss Barbara Crosby, Miss Ellen Musgrove and Miss Mary 
Roache were elected to the Sigma Chapter of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma, an honorary educational society. Mr. Malcolm Hall was 
appointed head of the All-State Band for this year. Mr. Stephen 
Maniatty has held several art shows which have been very favor- 
ably received and Mr. Charles Witherell was elected president of 
the Franklin County Teachers’ Association. 
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Our Needs 


One of our more serious needs is for more classroom space. 
Presently an additional first grade is being housed in the teachers’ 
room at the Dexter Park School. Indications now point to the 
need of one more room next year. In addition, a third room ought 
to be found for the Special Class pupils so that transportation and 
tuition for these youngsters could be eliminated. Fortunately, this 
situation will be corrected when the new regional high school 
goes into operation but makeshift facilities will have to be pro- 
vided until that time. 


If the Central School is to remain sound structurally, a new 
roof is a must. Several attempts have been made to patch the 
holes but the slate shingles have deteriorated to a point where 
several expensive patching jobs a year would be necessary and 
one section is even now beyond repair. 


As soon as a sound roof is provided, work should begin on 
patching and painting ceilings and walls. The walls and ceilings 
at the South School should also be redecorated and fiuorescent 
lighting provided. 


The playground at Central, South and Cheney could be im- 
proved a great deal. By far the worst condition exists at the Cen- 
tral School. The rough asphalt and the fence present definite 
safety hazards and should be corrected as soon as funds are 
available. 


The health department is cooperating with the dental clinic 
at Greenfield but the facilities there are nowhere near adequate 
enough to care for our needs. It has heen several years since a 
town dental clinic was held and the condition of the teeth of 
many of the youngsters is very poor. Another town dental. clinic 
is one of our pressing needs. 


Instruction in and appreciation of music and art should be 
encouraged to its fullest. Neither the supervisor of art or music 
can work with a class oftener than once every two weeks and 
many times the period between classes is longer. Additional 
teaching time would have to be provided for in the budget for art 
and an additional person, on a part time basis, would be needed 
to remedy the situation in music. 


The problem of finding a sufficient number of adequately 
trained, efficient teachers is one that is plaguing all school com- 
mittees throughout the country even to the point where it has 
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become recognized as one of the most critical questions the nation 
faces. Higher salaries and better working conditions will assure 
a limited number of favored communities the supply of teachers 
they need but more must be done if all the children are to have 
competent teachers. Until the profession enjoys the prestige it 
so rightfully deserves, more capable graduates of our high schools 
are encouraged to enter teacher training institutions and it is in a 
position where it can be as attractive as private employment, the 
nation’s children will not be privileged to be taught by the caliber 
person you and I would like for our children. In short, until you 
and I can honestly feel that the advantages of teaching are such 
that we will advise our own boy or girl to enter it as a life work 
the problem will not be solved.

Financial Picture 


In keeping with the plea made at last year’s town meeting, a 
very sincere effort was made to provide for the needs of the school 
and at the same time, through wise buying, to keep under the 
appropriation voted. 


In some instances we were able to do this. However, tuition 
and transportation ran over what we had anticipated, showing a 
considerable deficit. Had we been operating under a budget not 
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segregated, the savings in other areas would have about equalled 
the deficit. 


There have been many demands this past year for lengthen- 
ing bus routes and for prov iding other services not now in exist- 


inigonsistent on the one hand to ask for a reduction in appropria- 
tion requests and at the same time expect that there can be any 
increase in the services rendered. 


This past year the average expense per pupil fonsiaee 158). 
was $152.17. The State average for towns of 5,000 population or: 
over was $204.24, The average per pupil costs for grades 9-12 was © 
$297.59 as compared to the State average of $321.31.

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SCHOOL NURSES’ REPORT 


Under the direction of and in conjunction with the school 
physician, Doctor Alexander, the school health program for the 
past year was carried out with great success. All of the phases 
that constitute a good school health program as set out by the 
Commonwealth were executed. An innovation during this past 
year was the emphasis on the quality of the physical examina- 
tions rather than seeking to complete a quota with the emphasis 
on numbers. . 


The Salk vaccine program was initiated and the completion 
of it is anticipated within the near future when the Department of 
Public Health is expected to issue a notification of continuance, 
although, at the outset, a cloud of controversy hovered over the 
program at both the national and state levels, this program has 
now received the official acknowledgment of all. 


Clinical facilities of every nature were utilized to their fullest. 
The dental clinic, as in past years, was the clinic which carried 
the heaviest patient load. However, it must be pointed out that 
because the demand on the dental clinic was so heavy, not all of 
the applicants were accepted until after a waiting period of some 
months. This dental clinic, located at the Franklin County Public 
Hospital in Greenfield, is performing a large task in caring for 
the dental needs of County school children. Dental defects rate as 
the arch foe of our school health program. 


During the past few months, a total of 75,000 A and D cap- 
sules were distributed among the elementary grades. 


We, the school nurses, wish to express our profound gratitude 
to the manner in which the various school staffs cooperated with 
us in the carrying out of the school program.

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN‘’S REPORT 


The pre-school examination was a great success last year. 
Many of the parents were present, and I think felt that the con- 
ference was helpful. We examined 102. 


At the regular fall examination we looked over 136. The follow- 
ing defects were noted: Nutrition 14, Posture 30, Teeth 30, Throat 
21, Skin 10, Eyes 9, Feet and Spine 21, other 32. Probably the find- 
ings were about average for this group; however, we should be 
doing more to correct these abnormalities. The nurses are doing 
an excellent job, but do not get as much cooperation from parents 
as we would wish. 


Working under the Board of Health, this department helped 
in the administration of the Salk vaccine last May. The first 
inoculation was given to 226 children. We hope to arrange for 
a second shot in the near future. 


At the fall clinics 28 first graders were given three doses of 
the triple antigen, and 43 had booster shots. We were fortunate 
last year in having comparatively few cases of the usual! child- 
ren’s diseases.

ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1956 and to issue a note or 
notes therefor payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to choose a director 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 128, Section 41 of 
the General Laws, in connection with County Aid to Agriculture, 
to serve one year, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to use, and for what 
purpose, the money received from the County known as the “Dog 
Fund”, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to pay the tree 
warden the sum of $25.00 per year as salary and the further sum 
of $1.05 per hour for all time that he shall expend in actual labor 
in connection with his department, and which amount is included 
in the budget, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, to 
sell or dispose of the property acquired by the town through 
Treasurer's Deeds or Tax Titles foreclosed by Commissioner’s 
Affidavit of land of low value, or by foreclosure through the Land 
Court. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to fix the salary and 
compensation of all elective officers of the town as provided by 
section 108, of Chapter 41, General Laws to be made effective from 
January 1, 1956 as contained in the budget, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to appropriate such 
sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges for 
the year ensuing by taxation, from surplus revenue, from reserve 
funds or accounts, or otherwise. 
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ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
from surplus revenue the amount of the State allotment for Chap- 
ter 81 maintenance with the provision that reimbursement from 
the State when received be restored to surplus revenue, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from 
surplus revenue the amount of State and County allotments for 
Chapter 90 maintenance and Chapter 90 construction with the 
provision that reimbursement from the State and County when 
received be restored to surplus revenue, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the Road Machinery Earnings Reserve Account to 
the Road Machinery Repair and Operation Account, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to purchase from 
the Road Machinery Earnings Reserve Account: one 1956 Ford two 
ton, two speed axle dump truck; also one Ford 850 Tractor with 
Wagner Down Pressure Loader, and side mower, or take any ac- 
tion in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade one 
1949 Ford two ton, 2 speed axle dump truck, and one Ferguson 
Tractor with Bucket and side mower; or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade the 
present police car and appropriate or otherwise provide a sum of 
money for the purchase of a new car, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to accept the pro- 
visions of Chapter 670 of the Acts of 1955 relative to pensions, and 
appropriate or otherwise provide a sum of money to pay for same, 
- or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money to pay outstanding bills for the 
year 1955, or take any action-in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 19. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money for Mr. Roy W. French for the 
use of the parking space, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money for Eva Katz for the use of the 
parking space, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money to install a drainage system on 
Congress Street from Fountain Street easterly about 400 feet to 
connect with the present system at the intersection of Pleasant 
Street; or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from taxation, surplus revenue, by issuing notes and bonds 
of the town, or otherwise, a sum of money for the continuation of 
the Briggs Street drainage system which was started in the year 
1954 to carry away surface water from Shumway Street (Station 
23-70 to Station 31-0) on Briggs Street a distance of about 730 feet, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money for repairs to the Tully Fire 
Station, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money for the Fire Dept. to acquire a 
new five hundred gallon pumper with a five hundred sano tank, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money for a new roof on the Central 
School Building, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money from taxation, surplus or by issuing notes or bonds 
of the town to install a gravel packed well, or wells, with pump, 
pump house and with all necessary equipment and to lay and re- 
lay a water main of not less than eight inches in diameter with 
valves, fittings and all related work necessary to bring watér from 
said well off West River St. Extension to the main on West River 
Street and along Briggs Street to a point on Walnut Hill Road 
and to acquire by purchase or by taking under eminent domain 
proceedings any land and easements necessary therefor, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 27. To see if the town will vote to have the street 
list for 1956 printed and raise and appropriate a sum of money to 
pay for same, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the town will vote to establish a com- 
mittee of three to be chosen by the Board of Selectmen for the 
purpose of studying and investigating problems which may be 
common to Athol and Orange, with respect to transportation, 
roads, water, sewerage and public utilities. Such committee to 
engage in joint meetings with a similar committee that may be 
appointed by the Town of Athol, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money as the State’s and the Town’s share for 
improvements to the Orange Municipal Airport provided that 
matching funds from the Federal Government are forthcoming, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
committee on the study of the town manager form of government 
as voted in Article 29 of Annual Town Meeting of March 7%, 1955 
and increase the membership to nine members to be appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the town will vote to sell a tract of 
land situated on Holtshire Road for a sum of not less than $100.00, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Assessors to use from free cash a sum of money to reduce the tax 
rate in accordance with Section 7, Chapter 798, Acts and Resolves 
of 1951, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or 
otherwise provide a sum of money to revise the Police Signaling 
System, or take any action in relation thereto.
